WASHINGTON UP — French Prem ier Pierre Men- 
des-France made a good impression on official Wash­ 
ington by say ing what the United States wanted to 
hear: he was for European unity , he was for re­ 
arming Germany ; and he stiffarnied Russia. 
The Russians, who handled the French Prem ier 
gently while there seemed a chance he might steer 
a middle course between Moscow and Washington, 
reacted to his statem ents here by blasting him Mon­ 
day before he started home. 
He came here to discuss problems between this 
country and France. If he also cam e to win American 
goodwill and good publicity to strengthen his hand at 
horn*, he was successful. 
Mendes-France became prem ier in June. The his­ 
tory* of French prem iers since the war looks like 
the accident chart in a hospital receiving room; one 
after the other fell. They went down under the m er­ 
curial factionalism of France’s many political par­ 
ties. 
To survive long enough to give France a sense of 
direction and a new grip on life, he will need all 
the strength he can find. He is far from firmly in 
the saddle y et. His tests in the French Assembly lie 
ahead 
Once he gets a solid hold on his job, if he gets it, he 
may be a tough man for the United States to do 
business with: not because of any antagonism to this 
country but for other reasons. 
He’s already shown that he’s a tough bargainer, 
that he doesn’t waste energy on emotion, and that 
he is a French nationalist determined to ex act the 
last concession for France. 
He has also demonstrated he is a man of action by 
the speed with which he (I) made an arm istice with 
the Communists in Indochina; (2) agreed on rearm ­ 
ing West Germany after the French Assembly killed 
the European Defense Community ; (3) proposed 
political reforms in Tunisia to q uiet the demands of 
France’s North African colonials; and (4) proposed 
economic reforms in France. 
He still has to dem onstrate both his wisdom and 
his ability and—or—willingness to turn his plans in­ 
to deeds.

a 
fav orite fu r of a q u arter centu ry 
ago may mak e a comeback . 
In the early 19 30s silv er fox 
fu rs were many women’s most 
prized 
possession — or 
dearest 
wish. Bu t with changing sty les, the 
silv er fox was replaced by mink 
and Persian lamb It gradu ally dis­ 
appeared from the feminine ward­ 
robe. 
Now. howev er, becau se of Paris’ 
rod. Danish fu r breeders are al­ 
ready work ing to speed u p the 
breeding of silv er fox es. 
Denmark ’s cold weather, damp 
r.ess and wind mak e the fox pro­ 
du ce a thick woolen coat protected 
by long hairs, the more silv ery , the 
better. The farmers of Denmark ’s 
70 silv er fox farms are now able 
to breed them with so mu ch silv er 
that they almost look a light pearl 
gray . 
A farm not far from Copenhagen 
is ex perimenting with silv er fox es. 
The fox es are k ept in small wire 
cages well off the grou nd. Each 
cage contains only one fox . to 
prev ent fighting. 
Each fox giv es birth to abou t 
three to fiv e cu bs in the spring. 
These cu bs only liv e one su mmer 
and are k illed in the au tu mn when 
their pelts are at their finest. 
The fox es are fed on fish, meat 
and potatoes to which are added 
v itamins. 
The 
animals 
are 
scientifically 
controlled from the day they are 
bom till the day they are k illed 
to be made into a cape, stole or 
some other garment. 
When the silv er fox was last 
in fashion abou t 25 y ears ago the 
whole animal was worn — one 
or two at a time — with head, legs 
and tail, or made u p into bu lk y 
coats. 
This au tu mn silv er fox fashions 
are q u ite different. Paris is al­ 
ready showing small detachable 
collars, which can be worn on a 
su it or coat or as a small cape 
To mak e the fu rs lighter, the sk ins 
are cu t into strips and lengths and 
lengths of material inserted.

BLOOMINGTON, Ind — Edu ca­ 
tion in conserv ation shou ld start 
with children of k indergarten age, 
Prof. Thomas F. Barton, of the 
Indiana Univ ersity geography de­ 
partment writes in the cu rrent is­ 
su e of the international magazine 
called “Civ ilizations.” 
Children so y ou ng can be intro­ 
du ced to conserv ation principles, 
he asserts, by teaching them not 
to waste food, not to pick wild 
flowers, not to dig holes in the 
lawn. etc. 
He adv ises that they 
also be tau ght abou t resou rces, 
su ch as soil, water, weather, ani­ 
mals, plants, and minerals, and 
how these are u sed to meet man’s 
needs of food, clothing, and shel­ 
ter 
/ 
Barton charges that 
technical 
k nowledge on 
conserv ation 
pro­ 
blems has grown 
more rapidly 
than 
it 
has 
been 
disseminated 
among the people. 
His 
article 
traces what is being done in con­ 
serv ation edu cation, and ou tlines 
a program for its improv ement in 
grade and high schools 
Children nine to 12 shou ld be al­ 
lowed to participate. Barton say s, 
in projects su ch as caring for 
trees and shru b« , improv ing soil 
conditions, and beau tify ing lawns. 
He points ou t that children of this 
age range gain mu ch from school- 
owned gardens, farms, woodlots, 
and camps. 
For the 13 to 15 age grou p. Bar­ 
ton emphasizes participation in or­ 
ganizations which sponsor conser­ 
v ation projects, su ch as the Boy 
Scou ts and Girl Scou ts, 4 11 Clu bs, 
Campfire Girls, and Fu tu re F arm ­ 
ers of America. 
The grou p aged 15 to 18 y ears.

Clarence E. Davis of Morgan­ 
town urged that

throughout the state.” He called 
the fee system “ rotten.” 
Roy Dewey of Jackson Town­ 
ship. Hamilton County, said a $1 
speeding fine in his court adds up 
to $14 75 with costs, whereas the 
same fine in the city traffic court 
at Noblesville may total as little 
, as $2 .4 5. 
The difference lies in the fact 
that the justice is enforcing a state 
speeding law and the city court a 
local ordinance. 
The state gets S4 50, the township 
50 cents and the county $6 from 
each speeding fine levied by a 
justice of the peace. 


Education To 
Cost More, Is 
Seen In Survey 


The cost of educating Indiana’s 
; school children will continue to in­ 
crease in the foreseeable future, 
and provisions for taxes to supply 
! the necessary added income must 
be made. 
This was the g ist of the state­ 
ment issued by Gov. George N. 
Craig at the time his budget di­ 
rector released a brochure entitled 
“ Here’s Your State Budget,” a 
booklet outlining the proposed ex­ 
penditures for the 1955 57 biennium. 
The governor also pointed out 
that the cost of highway construc­ 
tion and improvement would take a 
considerable slice of the state’s in­ 
come for the next several years. 
Recommended appropriations for 
the 1955-57 biennium include $236,- 
311.000 for education, and $198 ,- 
200.000 for highways. 
The governor pointed out that the 
increased cost of education is in­ 
evitable because of the increase in 


enrollment. The grade school popu­ 
lation in Indiana in 1953 totalled 
552,78 0, he said, but the total enroll­ 
ment in 1957 is expected to be 
667,000. 
The high school 
enroll­ 
ment in the state will rise from 
178 ,000 in 1953, to 199,000 in 1957; 
and the university population will 
jump 8 ,000 — from 32,000 in 1953 
to 40,000 in 1957. 
The budget brochure also calls 
attention to the need for improv- 
ments 
to Indiana 
highways to 
speed up and facilitate the con­ 
stantly increasing flow' of traffic. 
The proposed budget recommends 
the spending of $124,530,000 by the 
State 
Highway 
Department, 
as 
compared to $115,671,000 for the 
present biennium. As the budget 
booklet points out, “ this is in ad­ 
dition to the $73,700,000 which is 
distributed as state aid to local 
communities for their own road 
work.” 
For the first time in the history 
of Indiana, the proposed budget was 
released this week, far in advance 
of the opening of the 1955 Legisla­ 
ture. The brochure containing all 
the recommended expenditures has 
been mailed to every newspaper]
